Constitutional Convention. 


The Herald has maintained in the past that, if there Ts some- 


thing wrong- with our tax laws, as is alleged on various sides, 
the job is not one requiring patches, but a complete revision of 
all law relating to ihis subject. It is an unfortunate thing that 
legislatures begin to tinker with taxes as soon as a session 
opens. Someone has an original idea by which money can be 
raised and there are always plenty of people who will listen to 
the appeal. 


Taxes are the one great burden upon the,people. They 


represent the penalty we must pay for the privilege of living 
in peace and harmony in city, state and national life. They 
.are-as necessary as our civilization because they are the food 
upon which the unity of our life must feed. Community of to $200 per acre. 
interest in the life of humanity has brought certain necessary' 
expenditures which we cannot shirk. 
These necessary ex- 


penses, forthe protection of life and property, will'always be 
with us. They should, also, be equitably borne by those who 
profit by that protection. 
; 


There does not seem to be an equitable distribution of the 


burden in this state. That inequality cannot "be removed by 
patchwork. A complete revision of our tax system and laws 
can do no harm and, if there are inequalities, they'can best be 
wiped out by a revision of the entire system. Perhaps a 
con- 


stitutional convention for this purpose is the best method. In- 
equalities should cease no matter how the result is accom- 
plished.

Economy as Well. 


Those who are seeking a revision of laws for the purpose-of 


a more equitable arrangement of our tax burden, should not 
forget, also, there should be some revision in our system of 
expenditures. To the mind of the average citizen, there is a 
iirm conviction that all i|_not equitable in the method of spend- 
ing money. Because money spent by cities, states and the 
nation come from all the people is no reason why that money 
should be recklessly spent. 


Years ago, when our government was in its fundamentals, 


it was conducted in a very simple and inexpensive manner. 
As a matter of fact, there was a closer bond between the people 
and their government—whether city, state or national. The 
'Old town meeting brought men face to face with the physical 
operation of their municipal affairs. 
Every financial corner 


was cut and the expenditure of every cent was weighed with 
consideration. Today, we know very little of what is going/ 
on in our local affairs, even, and nothing of state or national 
until some-gross condition glaringly comes to our attention. 


It would-be better should we get back closer to the original
